MAYOR’S MESSAGE - 


— —— 


To the Honorable Members of the Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 
~ > Gentiemen : 

*~T extend to you at this time my best wishes for the year 1927, and ‘sin- 
eerely hope that our work during the year wlil be constructive and based 
on the requirements of a growing and progressive city, without unduly in- 
creasing the burden of our citizens, who must necessarily pay for our con- 
ception of the proper development of a modern suburban community. 

Our increase in ratables should be sufficient to enable us to provide the 
necessary increase in the cost of government without adding materially to 
the tax rate. The cost of operating our various departments economically 
and efficiently should be ascertained, with recommendations for betterments 
for our citizenry ‘as our legal revenues; will permit. A comprehensive 
budget should be placed in the possession of the heads of the various city 
departments at as early a date as possible, outlining the work for the 
year, so that they may plan the work of thei departments efficiently and 
with assurance, enabling them to carry out the budget plans in a capable 
and efficient manner, without interference, but with strict accountability 
therefor. 

MUNICIPAL COLLECTION AND DESPOSAL OF ASHES, 
GARBAGE AND RUBBISH 


This qustion has been considered by the governing bodies of this city 
for many years. I recommended to the honorable members of the Common 
Council on July 6, 1926, that the whole matter be referred to a committee 
of the Common, Council, with instructions to investigate and report thereon 
in deetail.. The matter was referred to the Streets and Sewers Committee 
for action. $2,500 was appropriated for necessary investigation. This in- 
vestigation should be continued and definite action taken to the end that 
the municipal collection of ashes. garbage and’ rubbish will be an assured 
fact duringg the year 192/7. : 


PARK AVENUE WIDENING 


The report made under date of December 29th by thie Street Committee 
of the, 1926 Council on, the subject, of widening Park Avenue, is most inter- 
esting and enligtening. The committee made a most thorough study and 
went into the essential facts in a practical and commendable manner. This 
committee, in common with every other body or expert who has heretofore 
carefully studied the subjeect, comes to the firm conclusion that Park Ave- 
nue and Somerset Street should be widened at the same time; Park Avie- 
nue by taking land on the westerly side and Somerset Street by taking 
land on the easterly side, thus bringing the northerly end of Park Avenue 
more nearly opposite the southerly end of, Somerset Street and improving 
existing conditions to an extent which the widening of Park Avenue 
alone would not approximate. If Park Avenue and Somierset Street are to 
be in the future, as in the past, the chief artery running north and south 
through the community, it would seem foolish to widen one but not the 
other. ; 

The committee points out that it went throughly into the cost of the 
Widening and was able to get the estimates of the best available experts 
both as to the cost of the’ land and buildings necessary to be taken. as well 
tis the enhancement in; value or benefits which would result to other lands 
in the vicinity if this improvement is' made. These figures are set out 1n 
some deteail in the report and will be studied with great interest. Shortly 
stated, the report shows that while the whole project will cost one million 
one hundred thousand dollars ($1,100,000.00), nevertheless, real estate or 
properties within a comparatively small district in that part of the city 
will be greatly enhanced in value by the improvement and may be assessed 
for benefits therefrom to the extent of nearly one million dollars ; (to be 
exact, $951,761),. so that the amount which would have to be paid by the 
taxpayers or city at large would not exceed $150,000: If these conclusions 
are correct, and I havie no reason to doubt that, it seems possible that this 
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much discussed improvement may become a reality within the near future, 
unless the owners of lands which will be assessed for benefits arisimg from 
the improvement! shall by their objections ._preveent the passage of the 
necessary ordinance to authorize the project. I commend this matter for 
your early and earnest consideration. 


The report calls particular attention to the fact that because of the debt 
limit, the city'could not legally finance this improvement if any large part 
of the cost would be chargeable to the taxpayers at. large, and that in any 
event, there may be a question as to the legality of bonds which should be 
investigated before definite action is taken. You will, of course, consider 
these phases. 


My first term as Mayor has been completed, and it seems to me fitting 
at this time to mention some of the accomplishments of the Common Counel 
curing the term just passed. 

Time has demonstrated the wisdom of the action of the Council early 
in 1926 in following the advice of its Chief Counsel and of the Attorney 
General of the State to terminatie the quo warranto proceedings, in which 
a jury had already found against us on the facts, and the Court of Errors 
on the law in @& previous suit. Since that suit was ended last spring 13,845 
fect—imore than two and one-half miles of water mains—have been laid in 
our streets, and twenty new hydrants put in service, thus adding greatly to 
the comfort and safety of a large part of our people living in rapidly de- 
veloping sections of our city, which would have been greatly retarded if the 
lawsuits were yet pending. That action of the Council deserved and has re- 
ceived the commmendation of all who want water rather than litigation. 

Taxes were reduced for the first time in more than ten years, the fact 
being that the amount of money actually appropriatd for all city expienses 
in 1926 was $50,060.39 less than in, 1925, 

Improved methods of accounting and financing, were introduced. The 
audit of the city accounts was made by the State Departmenet of Municipal 
Accounts, and the Treasurer’s books were set up in accordanee with the re- 
quirements of that djepartment. 

‘Green Brook Park was transferred to the County of Union to be improved 
and maintained at county expense. 

A War Memorial was erected pursuant to an ordinance passed in 1924. 

Work was comenced on a new fire headquarters at West Fourth Street 
and Central Avenue to replace the present headquarters on East !Second 
Street, as authorized by an ordinance passed in 1926. 


PERMANENTLY PAVED STREETS 


The following named streets,having a total length of about 4.6 miles, were 
completely paved with sheet asphalt on concrete base: 

East Front Street from Watchung Avenue to Terrill Road was paved at 
the joint expense of the city and. county, work having been commenced in 
1924. 


East and West Fourth Street from Watchung Avenue to Monroe Avenue, 


South Avenue from Richmond Street to Terrill Road. 

West Third Street from McDowell Street to Clinton Avenue, a distance 
of about one-quarter mile, was surfaced with sheet asphalt on the old ma- 
cadam base, completing the paving of this street from Plainfield Avenue to 
Clinton Avenue, 

The old concrete pavement on East and West Seventh Streets from Cres- 
cent Avenue to Central Avenue was also surfaced with sheet asphalt. 

The following namjd streets, having ia total length of 1.15 miles were 
paved with bituminous macadam: 

Rose Street from Arlington Avenue to Randolph Road, full width. 

Sherman Avenue from Maltby Avenue to the city line, full width. 

. Leland Avenue from East Front Street to George Street, full width. 

Stilford Avenue from a point near Clawson Avenue to Thornton Avenue, 
18 ft. . wide. 

Dorsey Place and Fernwood Avenue, 18 ft. wide. 

-'The full width pavements have concrete curbs and gutters. The work 
on. Dorsey Place and Fernwood’ Avenue was suspended because of weather 
eonditions, 
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STREET WIDENING 
Four important, street widenings and paving projects were authorized by 
ordinance in 1926, namely : 
New Street from West Front Street to the Central Railroad, widened to 


.65 feet. 


Chureh Street from East Front Street to East Third Street, widened to 
approximately 80 feet. 

Hast Second Street; from Watchung Avenue to Roosevelt Avenue, wid- 
ened to 60 feet. 

Hast and Wiest Seventh Streets from Crescent Avenue to Plainfield Ave- 
nue, widened to 60 feet. 
=the land for these widenings has practically all been acquired and these 
streets will be paved with sheet esphalt in 1927. 

Kast and West Seventh Streets for the entire length of the city, three 
and one-half miles, were taken over by Union County as a county road, and 
will be paved with sheet asphalt in 1927 at the joint expense of the 
county and city. 

The surfacing with sheet asphalt of the concrete pavement laid in 1917 
on Park Avenue, Crescent Avenue and Watchung Avenue was authorized 
by ordinance in 1926, the work to be done wher Seventh Street is being 
paved, 

STORM SEWERS, SANITARY SEWERS AND SIDEWALKS 

Storm Sewers, having a total length of about two miles; were constructed, 
Namely, in Randolph Road from Arlington Avenue to Park Aveune; in 


South Avenue between Cedar Brook and Woodland Avenue, and in sections 
of various streets in the central part of the city, the latter including prac- 


tically all of the remaining storm sewers, which were urgently needed to 
complete the drainage of the section of the city bounded by Green Brook, 
Grant Avenue, Ninth Street and Richmond Street. 

Sanitary sewers having a total length of about two miles were construct- 
ed or authorized; among these the most important and expensive was the 
low level sewer in Brookside Place and Sycamore Avenue, with its acecon- 
panying pumping station near West End Avenue. This last mentioned 
sewer has been the means of remedying what was perhaps the most un- 
sanitary drainage condition in the city, created by building houses on lands 
below the level of the sewer system. 

Approximately six and three-quarter miles of nlew concrete sidewalks 
Were laid at the expense of owners of abutting lands upon notice from the 
Common Council. 
es orm CONTEMPLATED IMPROVEMENTS 
“Much preliminary engineering has been done in anticipation of new 
and permanent improvements, i, e, additional storm sewer in New Street: 
also a large storm sewer extending from West Front Street, near he Inter- 
national Moter Works, to Green Brook, beginning a drainage system which 
will eventually extend to West Fourth and Halsey Streets, eliminating one 
of the worst surface drainage conditions in the city. On account of the 
large area drained and the slight fall which it is possible to obtain, this 
storm sewer must be of necessity be large and expensive. The approxi- 
mate cost of the section described will be $150,000. 

Surveys. preliminary, plans and estimates of the ‘long-talked of improve- 
ment to Cedar Brook from Kenyon Gardens to North Avenue have been 
completed. The approximate cost of this ‘improvement will be $300,000. 
Financially, it may not be possible to make this improvement in the im- 
mediate future. Sufficient funds however, should be appropriated to secure 
rights of way required on this section and possibly do some of the physical 
Work soon. ‘ 

The development of the southern section of the city whence sewage 1s 
now pumped ‘from three stations into the gravity mains in the central part 
of the city makes it necessary to consider the matter of increasing the 
present capacity of the Randolph Road pumping station and constructing 
a large main to serve this territory alone. This work would involve an 
expenditure of approximatiely $50,000, and should be commenced during the 
year 1927. 
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REPAVING EAST AND WEST FRONT STREETS 


An ordinance was introduced in the Common Council in Decembeer, 1926, 
to curb and repave East and West Front Streets from Madison Avenue to 
Watchung Avenue, and Watchung Avenue from East Front Street to Fast 
Fourth Street. These Streets were paved with brick in 1907 at a cost of 
thirty-five cents per front foot to abutting) property owners, and the pave- 
ment, particularly over the street railway track area, is in bad condition 
and needs renewal. i 

It was proposed to do this work as a local improvement, assessing the 
abutting lands for special benefits. At the hearing owners of about 94 per 
cent. in value of the lands liable to be assessed for benefits arising from 
the proposed improvement objected to the passage of the ordinance. This 
made its passage impossible unless the work should be declared by the 
Common Council to be a public necessity. The council apparently believ- 
ing that svecial benefits would accrue to abutttng lands from the prv- 
posed improvement deemed it inadvisable to. pass the ordinance over the 
almost unanimous objection of those mxost interested and voted it down on 
Second reading. 

I believe that this action of the council was right and that the property 
owners were ill advised in preventing, the passage of this ordinance. Tf 
the improvelnent had beer authorized, one-half the cost of the paving would 
have been borne by the Public Service Railway Company, and the assess- 
ments for benefits could not have been lexcessive, 

The Public Service Railway Company is making strenuous efforts to be 
relieved of its paving obligations by the Legislature. Such relief has been 
twice recommended by the Public Utilities Commission and will, I believe, 
ultimately be granted to the company. It was probably in the hope of such 
relief that the railway company joined the property owners in opposing the 
paving ordinance, and it was because of) the probability of such relief, with 
a loss of about $41,000, to the citizens on this projiect alone, that the ordi- | 
nance should not have been voted down by those who would have reaped the 
sreatest benefit from the proposed. inyprovement. 

I hope that the project will be taken up again; for action) as soon as possible ~ 
and that the owners of lands to be benefited will acquaint themselves with 
all the facts and give the matter the most careful consideration before Op- 
posing the passage of another ordinance to authorize the improvement, 


STREET SIGNS 


The installation of street signs throughout the city was completed, which 
work has been in progress during the past four years. These signs! cover 
every important street intersection ini the city.. They are a real asset to 
the city and are greatly appreciated by the public. 


STREET LIGHTING 


‘I would recommend the planning of a five-year program for street light- 
ing in the City of Plainfield, the plan to include the extension of the White 
Way in the business Section, increasing the lighting from the business sec- 
tion along the main thoroughfares running north and south, east and west, 
and better lighting of the more important streets. in the residential area. 

There should be better lighting where large gatherings congregate; i. e., 
at; City Hall, churches, Schools, apartment houses, theatres, entrances to 
parks, railroad stations, ete. 

A survey and study made by an expert at my request suggested a five- 
year plan requiring the installation of three hundred 600-candle power 
street lights covering a period of five years; one-fifth, or sixty additiona{ 
600-candle power lamps to be installed each year. For every 600-candle 
power lamp addled, one 60-candle power lamp would be removed. It is pos- 
sible that a number of the present 60-candle power lamps now in tlie middle 
of the blocks could ‘be removed or respaced. This can only be determined 
after 600-candle power lamps are installed, due to the,length of the blocks, 
width of the streets and the distance between intersections, which are not 
uniform. In some cases, trees interfere. These should be removed or 
kept trimmed out of. the way. It is a wastle of money to screen street 
lainps with foliage. 
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SHADE TREES 


The work of the Shade Tree Commission during the past two years is 
worthy of commendation. This organization is confronted with an immense 
task in caring for the great number of city shade trees which are tn bad 
condition from, age and other reasons. 

In addition to caring for existing trees, the commission has planted 682 
new trees of suitable varieties. Some of these were placed at the ex- 
pense of owners of abutting lands and others were set out at thle expense of 
the city to replace trees that had been removed. 

The Shade Tree Commission has charge of Library Square, which it has 
improved by re-grading, seeding, planting and constructing concrete walks, 
curbs and gutters. 


ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT 


Careful and consistent work of this department through scientific and 
practical methods has shown marked improvement in making equitable and 
satisfactory assessments of the real estate and buildings in the City of Plain- 
field. Valuations are fixed, only after a careful study of {all conditions and 
surrounding by the full board and recorded on the minute book of the Board 
of Assessors. Particular attention has also been given to the placing of as- 
sessments on personal property for the year 1927, and} the ‘result of this 
work will be reflected during 1927. 

I have at this time but one recommendation to make and that is to 
segregate Personal Property Assessments from Real Estate, The advant- 
age of this change would give the asseessors better’ opportunity to make 
a personal, canvass yearly and in no way retard the writing up of the 
county and, tax duplicates of the realestate assesments, which are. comn- 
pleted in advance of the personal assessment. 

This would not only be an advantage to the assessor’s department, but 
would be equalky, if not more advantageous to the collector’s office for the 
enforcement of the collection of personal ‘property tax. I am sure the ad- 
vantages gained are far in excess of any disadvantage that may be mentioned. 

The assessment books for 1927 were filed with thie county board on Dec- 
ember 30th, 1926, and show a net increase in ratables over 1926 of $2, 898, 
155. 


COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT 


Marked improvement has been shown in , this department during the 
year 1926. Two tax sales were held, one on January 4th and the other on 
November 17th. The result of these sales shows an active interest in the 
property owners of Plainfield. Tax sale certificates have been executed 
for all properties bought in by the city and the record of) such sales are up 
to date, placing the city in a position now to realize on these sale certificates. 

The records of all special improvement assessments have been revised 
during the year, greatly facilitating the work of handling these accounts 
and insures more accuracy in making tax searches. 

While good work has been done in this department, the fact remains that 
much niore must be done before’it can be said the tax department of the 
City of Plainfield is second to none in the State of New Jersey. — 

All tax on personal property remaining unpaid after December Ist of the 
year for which it) was assessed is delinquent, and; the law requires that the 
Collector shall forthwith issue warrant and cause levy to be made on the 
property and followed promptly by sale of the goods to collect the tax due. 
If this law had been strictly enforced in the past, many thousands of dollars 
would have beer collected in taxes on personal property assessed for the 
years 1919 to 1924, inclusive. which are now open on the books and un- 
collectible because the property—and in many cases its owner—has disap- 
peared. The Common Council will find it necessary to write off these un- 
collectible taxes from the assets of the city. To a considerable amount this 
loss would have been avoided if warrants had been: put into the hands of a 
delinquent tax collector immediately after the tax became delinquent, us 
the law 'requires. | 

Tax collectors hesitate to use this somewhat drastic method, but since 
those citizens: who do pay their taxes must make up any deficit resulting 
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from failure of others to pay, every eleiment of fair play requires that levy 
on personal property on which tax is delinquent shuld be:made at the 
earliest possible moment. The law automatically fastens a tax lien on 
teal estate on the day that tax becomes delinquent. But to fasten a tax 
lien on personal; (property, a warrant must be issued by the tax! collector 
and a levy made. Our present Tax Collector deserves credit for increased 
efficiency and improved methods in his office, but he also deserves the con- 
stant help and encouragement of the Tax Committee in following up delin- 
quent personal taxes. Such campaigns may be unpopular with the de- 
linguent, but it should be popular with those citizens who pay their taxes 
promptly. These are in the great majority, and they should strongly back 
any collector who, by enforcing the law, makes enimies of those who try to 
escape paying their share. 

The Common Council can greatly assist the Tax Collector as well as 
benefit the public generally by sustained interest in this subject. As a 
step in this direction I recommend that the Council by resolution request 
the Collector to proceed immediately to enforce by warrant, levy and jsale, 
the collection of all delinquent personal property tax whether assessed with 
real estate or separately and report to the Common Council all delinquents 
for 1925 and 1926 by name and amount on or before March 1, 1927. — 

I would recemmend the purchase of a machine to receipt and record all 
collections coming through the Tax Collector’s office. A machine of this 
character is} essential if proper control of all collections is to be insured. TI 
also recommend the employment of such assistance as necessary to carry 
out this program 

I believe it better business and more economical for the tax department 
to prove its own records with the Treasurer’s control, rather than pay out- 
side accountants ¢o do that which should be done by the city. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The rapid growth of our population is reflected in the requisition of the 
Board of School Estimates for $450-000 to construct a new elementary and 
grammar school on the lot fronting on West Eighth Street west of Plain- 
field Avenue, which was acquired in 1923. The purchase of ample lands by 
the: Board of Education, not only for the erection of a public school, but 
for recreational purposes as well, is to be commended, thus providing 
spaces Which may be used for adults in the evening as well as the school 
children during the daytime. 

Motor vehicle transportation has increased traffic to such an extent that 
it is no longer safe for children to play jin the street and’ Yhe rapid ‘develop- 
ment of the city has\ utilized the vacant lots fcrmerly used. It would seem 
to me that it is the duty of the municipality to provide adequate spaces for 
playgrounds, giving the children an opportunity to grow into healthy, happy 
and useful citizens, 

RECREATION COMMISSION 


The work that is being done by this commission under an able supervisor 
is worthy of commendation. One of the outstanding achievements of this 
commission during the year 1926 was the securing of the old Hydewood Golf 
Course as a public links. In my opinion, every assistance that the govern- 
ing body can give this commission will redound to the great benefit of our 
future citizens. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The members of this department are men of first class calibre, and their 
methods of coping with fire hazards are to be commended. With the com- 
pletion of the new central fire headquarters, with improved facilities for 
the health and comfort of the members, I am'sure our citizens will find the 
efficiency of this department even greater than at present, 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The members of this department are a fine body of men, who have will- 
ingly and fearlessly at all times given of their best for the interest of our 
citizens. I again wish to assure every member of the department of my 
fullest support of: such impartial enforcement of his full duty irrespective 
of any associations other than those of the department. 
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CITY TREASURER 

The City Treastirer has prepared for me a statement of the city’s in: 
debtedness as at the close of the fiscal year December 31, 1926, also the re- 
quirements for the year 1927 for the payments on the principal of such 
bonds as will mature during the year, together with: the interest on all 
bonds and notes now outstanding. The statement also shows cash in the 
sinking fund and in the hands of the treasurer! pledged to debt deduction 
(term bonds) and assessment bonds not yet due:

Herewith is submitted a financial report for the year ending December

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


January 3, 1927 
To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen : 


I herewith transmit my Annual Report for the Year 1926 showing total 
collections of $2,025,919.26, which sum has, during’ the year, been deposited 
with the City Treasurer. 


By resaon of the sale of November 17th, 1926, I have converted into 
Tax Title Liens practically all delinquent Real Estate Taxes and Improve- 
ment Assessments of 1925 and prior years as far back as 1902 on which 
the City had claims, and have issued certificates thereon in the name of “The 
Inhabitants of the City of Plainfield.’ These Certificates amount in total 
now to 422,460.76... The records are now in such condition that proceedings 
can be taken when desirable to perfect. such liens and dispose of the. proper- 
ties and again bring them in the records as active tax-payers. 


During the year we have arranged all, open Assessments, such as Street 
Improvement, Sewer, Extension, Flagging and Curbing: Shade Tree Planting 
and Remoyal of Snow and Ice from Sidewalks according to Block and Lot 
System. These show all payments and unpaid balances at all times, enabling 
us to keep close superviion on past due inktallments. It is also a valuable 
aid in making searches. 


All Remission of Taxes on account of Soldiers and Sailors and their 
Widows are now listed and reprted monthly to the Common Council and the 
City Treasurer on the mnthly reports. 

Claim. has been made on the Union County Board of Taxation for credits 
in the 1927 tax levy for all such allowances. 


During the cowrse of the year 1927 we hope to be able to clean up all 
delinquent taxes prior to the year 1927 levy so that we will have no more 
than current real estate and personal taxes open on our books at the close 
of the year 1927.

It must be remembered that the number of permits issued by the Build- 
ing Department, and the amounts represented thereon, are not all ‘reflected 
in the work of the Assessors’ Department. The building code requires the 
issuance of permit for removal of buildings to other locations; the erection 
of business digns on stores; the installation of fuel oil burning apparatus 
in buildings other than of new construction, ete.; all of which, in most in- 
stances, do not increase the taxable valuation of the property affected. 
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In our efforts to keep abreast, or perhaps a little ahead of the times, 
we have inaugurated several new features in our Department during the 
past year: among them was the segregation of all motor vehicles from the 
other personal property. Notices, showing the full:car record and the amount 
proposed to be assessed on the car, were sent to automobile owners. giving 
them opportunity to report any errors before the County and tax books 
were written, thus saving them the necessity of taking us such matters with 


the County Roard on appeal the following Spring. Some misunderstood the 


intent, thinking it meant the levying of additioanl tax, but when it was 
explained to them that we were merely separating the automobile valua- 
tions from the combined automobile and personal as had been our custom 


in the past, particularly all objectors. were satisfied and commended the 
Department for the change. 


In making their rounds, the ward assessors were unable to find many 


automobiles at the address given when making application for car license. 


In such instances we mailed notice to car owners at the address as given 
for the license: many of these notices were returned, stamped “cannot be 
found”: more than $5.000- taxable valuation, ‘however, “stayed put.” 
We were very much interested in reading a report of a meeting of 
Police Chiefs held at Newark on October 29, last, at which meeting’ it wus 
suggested 
“that applications for motor vehicle licenses should be investigated 
before license is issued, to_-ascertain whether correct address has been 
given, thus helping municipal tax boards in collecting automobile taxes.’ 

- It might also be a good plan when a person intends! to sell his car to 
require him to record the sale with the name and address of the purchaser 
at the City Hall, similar to the recording of real estate transfers at Eliza- 
beth: this would enable the Assessors’ Department to properly assess al} 
such vehicles. We understand that in the City of Newark alone last year 
approximately 5,000 notices of automobile taxes mailed to owners at the 
addresses as recorded in license applications were returned by the Post 
Office as “cannot be found”. By giving fictitious addresses some car owners 
avoid the tax and thus place unjust tax burden upon others. 

Last year we purchased a camera and took photographs of all buildings 
on which appeals had been filed. When the County Board met on these ap- 
peals, as they were called a photograph was presented to the Board, show- 
ing the actual condition of the property on which the appeal had been 
made. The Board stated that this helped then, very materially in reaching 
decisions. They: complimented us upon this innovation and said they would 
recommend itS adoption elsewhere in) the County. The decision on one 
appeal alone, through photograph, paid the cost of the camera and the 
developing and printing of pictures for the entire year. 

The automobile furnished our Department a year ago also has paid for 
itself, by enabling us to inspect properties quickly when questions arose 
while preparing the field books and otherwise. 

The Engineer’s office is still working on the revised assessment maps, 
which we are very much in need of. 

- The work of our Department is greatly handic apped because of working 
space and light; We only have one roony located in the basement, con- 
taining one window—making it necessary to use artificial light at all, times, 
We only have space for one ward map and the coresponding field book be- 
side it, whereas we should have similar space for each of the four ward 
maps ‘and field books: this makes it necessary to carry the maps and _ field 
books back and forth to the vault a great many times every day, oy pile 
them one upon another on the desks as now provided. 

Our tax books were delivered to the County Board at Elizabeth De- 
cember 30, and showed an actual increase in valuation over last year of 
$2,893,155.

December 31, 1926 
Tio the Honorable, The Common Council of the City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen : 
I beg to submit herewith my Seventh Annual Report for the year end- 


ing December 31, 1926. 
STREETS 


So far as new construction has been concerned, the worki of the year 
has been largely preparatory. Land has been acquired for the widening and 
improvening of New Street from West Front Street to the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, Church Street from East Front Street to East Third Street, 
and East Second Street from Watchung Avenue to Roosevelt Avenue; but by 
the time the acquisition of these lands wag completed and buildings removed 
it was too late to undertake the work of paving to be done as a part of 
these improvements, It will be possible, however, to undertake the comple- 
tion of these projects as soon as the construction season opens in: 1927. 

East and West Seventh Streets for the entire length off the City were 
taken over as a County Road to be paved at the joint expense of the City 
and County in 1927. In preparation for this, the City did its part of the 
work which included the installation of gas, water and sewer service con- 
necticng and improvements to sanitary sewers. Before these streets were. 
accepted as a County Road, the City acquired sufficient land on either side 
of Seventh Street from Crescent Awenue to Plainfield Avenue to make pos- 
sible the increase of ‘the width of this street from. fifty and fifty-two feet 
to sixty feet whenever traffic demands shall make such widening necessary, 
or, in any event, when the existing pavement shall require reconstruction. 

New street) construction completed in 1926 included bitumious macadam

Rose Street, Sherman Avenue, Leland Avenue and Halsey Street were 
paved for their entire width and concrete curbs and gutters were construct- 
ed along both curb lines. Dorsey Place, Fernwood Avenue and Stilford 
Avenue were paved for a width of eighteen (18) feet through the center, 

All of the foregoing paving projects were carried cut as local improve- 
ments whose entire cost will be assesseed upon lands benefitted except that 
in the case of Leland Avenue the City will bear the expense of resurfacing | 
the strip of old macadam sixteen, feet wide through the center. 

The work of street maintenance was largely of routine nature and in- 
cluded the usual surface treatment of macadam pavements with Tarvia “B,” 
scarifying and like treatment of the sections that were in rather bad 
order amounting to about 30,000 square yards, and the reconstructing of 
more important streets where the macadam had worn out with bituminous 
macadam, totaling about 6,500 square yards. The last named work is of a 
semi-permanent nature and included Watchung Avenue from, Ninth Street 
to Carlton Avenue, West Eighth Street from Park Avenue to Madison Ave- 
nue, Woodland Avenue from the Easterly entrance to Hillside Cemetery 
to the City Line, a portion/ of the roadway on Belvidere Avenue between 
Park Lane and Bast Seventh Street, intersection of Randolph Road and 
Woodland Avenue, and North Avenue for distances of about three hundred 
(300) feet on each side of Berckman Street. 
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The work of snow removal was more extensive than ever before. This 
was made posible by additional motor plow equipment and, most important 
of all, a power snow loader which was purchased at a cost of $5,600. The 
use of this loader made it possible to more nearly meet the demands, for 
prompt street cleaning in the business sections which could not have been 
accomplished by any other means, not only because of ‘the prohibitive cost 
but because it would have been actually impossible to secure the necessary 
labor at any price." We were able to plow the snow from the streets and 
sidewalks promptly and the work of the department in this particular 
seemed to meet with general public approval 


I believe that the City should acquire another power snow loader. 
This would enable us to give the same prompt service on snow removal to 
the outlying business sections such as Richmond Street, West Third Street, 
Liberty Street, Plainfield Avenue, ete.; that we are now able to give in the 
center of the City. Under present conditions, it is some times two or three 
days before the snow can'be removed from these outlying business sections. 
With another loader, the total cost of the work of snow removal would be 
no more than at, present since the same amount of snow would be removed 
in a shorter period. The only additional cost would be the overhead on 
the apparatus itself which would amount to about $1,200 per annum for 
interest and depreciation. 


SIDEWALKS 


The sidewalk program for 1926 included 3.79 miles of new concrete 
sidewalks constructed at the expense of property owners on notice from 
the Common Council. Of this amount, 1.8 miles were constructed by the 
owners themselves in response to these notices and the balance of 1.99 
miles by the City, the cost of which will be collected from the owners of 
the lands in front of which the sidewalks were paved. 

The same neglect on the part of the property owners of their obliga- 
tions to keep their sidewalks in repair which has been noted! in previous 
reports still prevails in spite of our best efforts to secure cooperation from 
such owners. It seems. that the only way to secure decent sidewalks is to 
compel a complete reconstruction of the existing blue stone pavements. It 
is to be regretted that property ‘owners, through their neglect in this matter, 
will compel the City authorities to put them to large expense which could 
be easily avoided by reasonable cooperatipn on the part of such owners, but 
this result seems to be inevitable. 


SEWERS 


Through the acquisition of improved apparatus), the work of sewer 
cleaning has been extended this year withbut material increase in cost. 
The increasa of flow in the sewers, due to the growth of the City, requires 
greater vigilance in their maintenance and has necessitated some increase 
in the amount of labor employed in-that work. 


New sewer construction this year has included the following: 

Large storm sewer in Randolph Road from Arlington Avenue to Park Ave- 
nue, built by the Watchung Construction Company. This work is not 
yet completed. 


‘A Sanitary Sewer in West Highth Street from Monroe Avenue to: the City 
Line, built by Joseph Terrible at a cost of $2,650.50. 


Sanitary Sewers fin Doorsey Place and in Park Avenue near the City Line 
by Charles A. Peterson. This work is not yet completed. 


The storm, sewer in Randolph Road was built as a general improvement 
at the expense of the City in accordance with our regular’! practice. The 
‘sanitary sewers in Eighth Street, Dorsey Place and Park Avenue were built 
as local improvements and their cost will be assessed uppn the lands bene- 
fiitted, 
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GENERAL ENGINEERING 


The work of the Engineering Department besides that connected with 
new construction projects has included giving grades for streets and side- 
walks, maintaining tax maps, preparing assessment maps fox various local 
imphovements and making surveys, investigations, and estimates for con- 
templated improvements of various kinds. 


Some of the latter are of sufficient importance to warrant mentioning 
in this report. Surveys and estimates for rigths-of-way for the improvement 
of Cedar Brook Channel from Cedar Brook Park to North Avenue have been 
carried to a point) where this section of the improvement can be undertaken 
whenever funds are available. The cost of this project will be about 
$300,000. 

Preliminary engineering work for the construction of a large storm 
sewer which is needed from a point in West Front Street near the Inter- 
national Motor Works to Green Brook has been completed. This sewer will 
cost about $150.000. 


Surveys, plans, and estimates for the construction of relief storm 
sewer in New Street which will cost about $36,00.00 have been made 
and the project approved. by the Street Committee. It is planned to do 
this work in advance of the paving of New Street. 


Investigations have been made looking to the relief of the overloaded 
Gondition of the sewerage pumping station on Ranodolph, Road near Cedar 
Brook which has been in use for about twenty (20) years and is approach- 
ing’ the limits of its capacity as well as the end of the life of its pumping 
machinery. The ideal solution of conditions prevailing in the sewerage 
system, in the easterly sectilon of the City, which is pumped from, three 
stations into a gravity main in the higher sections of the City which was 
not designed to receive this pumped sewage and is only able toi do so be- 
cause it has been relieved by the contruction] in 1914 of fa relief sewer 
through the center of the city, would be to build a main which would re- 
ceive the sewage from all of the pumping stations in) the easterly section 
of the city and deliver it into the large main at the intersection of Third 
Street and Grant Avenue. Some such plan will be absolutely. necessary in 
a tew years when the entire capacity of the old south main’ will be required 
for the purpose for which it was designed, namely, to carry sewage from 


the central) part of the city. This project would cost in the{ neighborhood | 


of $50,000. Demands for money for improvements of various kindsareso 
great, however, that another plan is under consideration involving the 
installation of pumping machinery at the Randolph Road station at~a cost 
of approximately $6,000 which can be used economically when the new 
main referred to is built and can be used until that time at an increased 
operating expense to deliver sewage from the Randolph Road station to its 
present outlet, to the south side main at the corner of Ninth Street and 
Arlington Avenue. The results of these investigations will be submitted 
to theCommon Council for consideration and decision as to which plan is 
better to follow at present. 


Surveys, investigations. and estimates covering the long talked of Park 
Avenue widening have beeen made by the department during the year in- 
cluding plan for widening Park Avenue about eight (8) feet on each side 
from Fourth Street to Seventh Street. 

Work on new tax maps, which are greatly needed, has been carried on 
during the year as opportunity has permitted. 

The work of investigating the matter of mmnicipal collection and dis- 
posal of garbage and other wastes has been commenced. 


GENERAL 


In accordance with recommendations contained in my report of last 
year, an Ordinance was introduced to renew the worn out brick pave- 
ment laid in 1907 on East and West Front Streets and Watchung Avenue. 
This Ordinance provided that the work should be done as a local improve- 
ment under which method the abutting landg would be assessed for any 
benefits which might accrue to them through the repaving. Such an ordi- 
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nance can be defeated by objection of the owners of more than two thirds 
in value of the lands proposed to be assessed. In this case, owners of more 
than ninety (90) per cent of such lands objected and the matter was drop 
ped for that reason. This is to be regretted since local assessments could 
not have been large in proportion to the value of the property affected and 
because it seems likely that Public Service Railway Company wil} soon be 
relieved by the Legislature of its obligation to pay a portion of the cost of 
such repaving. amounting in this case to about $41,000. 

An open shed was constructed at the City Yard to increase our storage 


capacity for various apparatus at a cost of $1,269.00. 


Annexed to this report are statistical and financial statements covering 
the work of the Department together with a statement of division of cost 
of all local improvements made since 1920. 

It is a pleasure for me to record the fine eooperation which this depart- 
ment has enjoyed from the Mayor, Comon Council and Department heads 
and to commend the excellent and faithful service of the employees of the 
Street and Sewer Department, particularly in time of emergency occasioned 
by the severe snow storms. Without these faithful services our good work 
of snow removal would have been impossible.

During the year just passed, our city has been singularly free from 
all crimes of a serious and violent nature. This condition is the result of 
two factors, more than anything else. First the efficient’ patrolmen under 
my command have executed their duties with ceaseless vigilance and with 
distinction in several outstanding instances. Secondly, although we are 
rapidly becoming a cosmbpolitan community, yet the very greatest majority 
of our citizens are honest, God-fearing and law-abiding and ever willing 
to lend aid to the police. 

It is incumbent upon me therefore to thank the men of my departmeent 
and the loyal citizens of our city and to solicit their undivided support dur- 
ing the future. 

There are several recommendations which I feel I must make at this 
time. I would respectfully ask that ypur Honorable Body will give them 
your serious and thoughtful consideration, because they are to my mind, of 
permanent importance and essential to the wellbeing of the Police De- 
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partment. I will therefore take up these sugyestions under the respective 
heads of I, Traffic Lights; 2, Additional Patrolmen; 3, Detective Bureau; 
4, City Court; 5, Gamewell System. 


For some time I have urged the adoption of Traffic Signal Lights in 
the city and I now again urge that there be a survey made to determine at 
What points these lights will do the most good. It is my firm conviction 
that the system of automatic traffic control will prove to be a splendid in- 
vestment, Statistics show that wherever this system has been installed. 
there has been a rapid decrease in the number of accidents and a free flow 
of traffic has likewise resulted. Then too, a number of men whose entire 
time was formerly employed in the direction of trafltic have been released 
to do their regular police duties. 


For years the outlying districts of the city have not had adequate 
police protection because of the lack of sufficient number of men. This 
condition is critical and merits; your immediate attention. I think that 
the appointment ‘of ekght or ten more men to the department is absolutely 
necessary to insure the citizens living in the outskirts, of the protection 
they should rightfully enjoy. 

I cannot praise too highly the work of the Detective Bureau during the 
past year, but I feel that the entire burden of plainclothes duty should not be 
borne by one naan. It is for this reason ‘therefore that I respectfully 
recommend that another man be detailed to assist in this bureau. One 
man could be used at night and the other during the day or in whatever 
manner subsequently existing circumstances may require. Thus, I feel the 
department will get the best results and after all, results are the only 
things which count in Police Work. 


In these times when certain'elements in our communities are under 
the impression that they can flaunt the laws with impunity, the Police must 
be ready at every step to combat the forces of lawlessness. When a_ police- 
Inman makes an arrest, that is a relatively unimportant occurance because 
his real object is. to see justice done. This cannot always be accomplished 
on the beat and in the majority of cases it must be done in the Court room. 
TI would strongly recommend therefore that. the Corporation Counsel's 
office be daily represented in the city court td assist the arresting policeman 
in properly preparing and prosecuting his case. The majesty of the law 
must be upheld at all costs and I feel that this legal assistance will prove 
a boon equallly to the prosecutor and the prosecuted. 


’ If your honorable body see fit to grant the department more men, I 
would suggest the Gamewell System, be extended and new beats made. 
Some of the beats, especially in the outskirts are entirely too large for one 
man to properly and efficiently patrol. With the addition of more men. 
these beats can be divided up, made smaller and as a cbnsequence more 
adequately policed. 


But all of my recommendations if granted will be of no avail and will 
go for naught unless the affairs of the departmeent are guided by a Chief 
in whom every power and authority which is rightfully his, has been 
vested. The Police Department is a quasi-military force and the most 
stringent discipline must be maintained if its work is to be a success. The 
personel of the force must look to but one man fpr its orders and they 
must be brought to the realization that unless orders are obeyed they must 
certainly suffer the consequences. The police department in any city is 
a branch of the civic government which is of basic and cardinal importance. 
It is written that every being is subservient to someone, and it is well that 
this is so, but unlees the head of a department is head in the full sense of 
the word, then serious trouble will not be long in brewing. The Chief of 
Police is responsible to the Police Board and to the citizens who pay him 
and it is with this in mind that I'ask the wholehearted support and backing 
of the present Police Board. The Police Department goes on forever but 
‘politicians have their sway for only a day. The Police Department has 
a vital work to perform, and it must not be tampered with, it must not be 
made the plaything of idle minded on empty minded people, for if the 
morale of the force is once completely destrpyed, then we are lost. 
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In closing I would once more respectfully request that my recom- 
mendations be given ypur immediate and thoughtful consideration. I am 
truly grateful to all of the city officials, the members of the Police Depart- 
ment and Ipyal citizens for whatever aid they have given me in the past 
and I earnestly solicit their undivided support and assistance in the future.

Fire Alarm Telegraph System 


Our system is of the Gamewell Type with 77 Fire Alarm Boxes, 14 of 
which are private. We have about 45 miles of overhead wire; with a 15 
inch house gong located in each Engine House and the qorners of East 
Secgnd Second Street and Park Avenue; East Second Street and Watchung 
Avenue; West Front Street just west of Park Avenue; 1 'Twelve inch gong 
at Police Headquarters and one 15 inch gong at the Plainfield-Union Water 
Company’s Pumping* Station; six inch tappers located in the newspaper 
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ofitice: Electyic and Gas Company’s Plants and others of importance. One 
five (5) cireuit automatic repeater, 1 six circuit switchboard with instru- 
ments mbunted in it for testing and charging the batteries, two house and 
three alarm circuits are in use. One Alarm Transmitter and three alarm 
registers with paper take-up reels installed in the engine houses. The 
power for chargzng the batteries is furnished by the Publig Service Electric 
and Gas Company. 

Installed at Headquarters is an Aerial Fire Alarm Register System 
which is connected with the Aero Fire Alarny Company’s factory located at 
the corner of East THourth Street and Roosevelt Avenue, This alarm system 
works automatically and ig independent of any; watchman. The excessive 
amount of, heat generated by a fire of any size over the amount allowed for 
by the apparatus sends in an alarm direct to Headquarters.

Reeommendations 


I would bring to your attention the serious situation of our Fire Fight- 
ing Force and would recommend that fourteen (14) additional men be put 
on the force together with one (1) man to fill the vacancy of: Mr vag: 
Thorne, 'Jr., resigned. 

I would recommend the purchase of 2,000 feet of 2% inch cotton rubber- 
lined fire lose as no new hose was purchased during 1926. 

I would recommend the purchase of a New Triple Gombination 600 
Gallon per minute pump, chemical and hose engine to replace our old 
apparatus. 

I would recommend the purchase and installation of two new Fire 
Alarm Boxes. 

I would also recommend that the several old type Non-interfering Fire 
Alarm Boxes be replaced with New Successive Non-interfering type boxes. 

I would reqommend the adoption and installation of Two-Platoon Sys- 
tem Guryng the present year. 

I would recommend that minor repairs be made to both number 3 and 
number 4+ Engine Houses at the earliest moment. 

During the past year a number of new hydrants were installed. While 
we have been adding new hydrants in places where they were most needed, 
the requirements have been growing with equal rapidity; more hydrants 
could be used’ to advantage, I therefore recommend that additional hydrants 
be installed, during 1927. 

It is my pleasure to extend to your Honorable Body my sincere appre- 
ciation of the co-operation given me during the past year, and for which I 
thank you. I also take the occasion to express my recognition of the loyal 
and valuable services rencered by the offiders and members of the Depart- 
ment which have my highest commendation and appreciation, and to the 
Police Department and the press of the City of Plainfieeld, I also tender my 
thanks and appreciatipn of their valued assistance.

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REPORT OF THE SHADE TREE COMMISSION 
Herman Kling Jue yer Thomas F. Hylan 
January 25 1927 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Common Council of the Ciy of Painfield, 
New Jersey. 


Gentlemen : 


The Shade Tree Commission presented a report to your Honorable Body 
in 1925 which was very gratifying to them inasmuch as it set forth some 
results of the year’s work which were thought very substantial and of real 
worth to the people of Plainfield. Now that the time arrives for the report 
of 1926, we again feel happy in making this report which covers the most 
fruitful year of our office. 

The policy inaugurated by this Commission in 1924 through the efforts 
of Mr. ‘Staples of having\ Mr. Vars act. as Executive Engineer has been con- 
tinued, to the advantage of the Commission and will be continued during 
1927. Through him and Mrs. Meeker of his office, the Commission has been 
able to keep in direct touch with the work and to offer a valuable service 
to any citizen who may apply to the office for information. Permits have 
been issued for planting and removing trees, many telephone calls pertain- 
ing to trees, insect pests, etc., have been received and have been taken care 
of promptly and efficiently by Mr. Durrant who now begins his third year 
as City Forester and to whom the Commiss*on unhesitatingly gives all 
credit for active field work, for the trimming, spraying, plan'ting, mainte- 
nance of equipment and general supervision of ,worki for his tact and agree- 
able manner of meeting people and creating most friendly feelings between 
the people and the Commission. 

As a result of an informal meeting of the Telephone and Public Service 
Companies which was called by the Commbfssion in; 1925, very good cp-opera- 
tion has resulted and we have been able to maintain both clearence for 
these comnanies and the beauty of the trees on our streets. 

In 1924 a recommendation was made by this Commission for an appro- 
priation of $15,000. This was reduced to $12.500 and because the Mayor 
and Council were very anxious to keep appropriatiions as'low as possble 
no increase was asked for 1926. The Commission also felt that it should 
actually show that its work is essential. thorough and much desired by the 
people of the City. This, we feel has been shown conclusively by the great 
interest people have taken in the work. This has come to our attention on 
many occasions and has been brought to the attention of the Mayor. ‘The 
Moayor ig taking a real interest in the work of the Commissiom and believes 
with us that $17,000 is not too much to ask for the year of 1927. The City 
of Hast Orange appropriates $65,000 and the City of Newark appropriated in 
1926 .$162/000. Such an appropriation will enable the Commission to pur 
chase needed equipment. At present trees are pulled over by means of a 
Ford truck which is an unsatisfactory method. We now have two Ford 
trucks. ‘The 1926 truck és in good condition but the 1925 truck, owing to 
the excessive strain placed upon it by pulling trees and carrying heavy 
stumps. is poor condition. A two ton truck is needed te continue ou activi- 
ties. The labor situation is a difficult ‘problem as concerns work in trees. 
The Commission now has five meyn; employed. Three are very goob. Two 
having been two years with the Commission and have become acquainted 
With the kind of work required and are able to detect insect or disease in- 
fection and therefore are*worth more money. Men capable of doing best 
work in and on! trees, cavities,. fillings, etc., constitute a profession and we 
hope to raise these men who now receive 60c per hour and who have been 
with the Commission through its hardest days. to 70c. The Public Service 
pays for similiar work $7.50 per day and the Shade Tree Commission of 
Union County pays 65c to 75c per hour. It is interesting to note that 
thirty men'!.have been on! the Commission’s payroll, twenty-five have left the 
job, becaue of the nature of he work, three were discharged and two laid 
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off. This conclusively indicated the difficulty of obtaining and holding cap-— 
able men. ; 

The Commission has realized the need of rmoving dead and dangerous” 
trees as a matter of safety to the public. Three thousand dollare of our 
appropriation has been spent on this work alone this year. This work 
while essential is practically unseen work. A tree removed ig very soon — 
forgotten hut a tree newly planted and cared for by the Commission is_ 
constantly before the people and property owners appreciate this attention, - 
and also appreciate the trimming and preservation of old or developed 
trees and it is from this type of work almost wholly that a splendid rept- 
tation cherished by this Commission has been obtained. The Commission 
hopes to increase the number of trees to be planted in 1927. ‘Building and 
developing are fast extending along new streets or old streets where there 
are no trees and such streets should be planted at once to maintain a uni- 
form planting. There exist trees especially popuiars and goft maples that 
must come down and other trees are needed to repace them, trees that will 
endure such as oaks, élms, and hard maples. If this work is to be carried 
on many trees must be planted within the next few years and, to accomplish 
this an increase in appropriation will be necessary. 

‘Land is available at the sewer beds for a nursery of emall extent and 
the Comniission hopes to establish such a nursery’ this year. This would 
enable the City to grow its trees, at a cost of from, $1.00 to $1.30 per tree 
whereas we now pay from $4.00 0 $6.00: per tree at wholesale. Maintenance 
of, such a nursery is not great but the first cost to cover preperation of 
vround, fertilizing, purchase of seedlings, etc., shouid cost about $1,800. 
This, however, would be returned to the City in the reduced cost of trees 
for future planting. Attached) is a map presented! for your information and 
we respectfully call your attention to some of the work we have competed 
this year. 

Four hundred eighty-nine trees have been planted of which two hundred 
twenty-nine were replaceements. Replacements were made without charge 
to the property owner. Continuous plantings have been completed on 
West Fourth St., from Lee Place to the city line, on West Fifth St. from 
Monroe Ave. to Clinton Ave., Thornton Ave. from, Hillside\ to Park Ave., 
Kensington Ave. from Woodbine to Thornton Ave., Keryon Ave. from Arling- 
toy, Ave. to Randolph Road, Leland Ave. from East Second St. to George St., 
and also on Emerson Ave. Four hundred thirty-eight trees have been fed 
chemically: three hundred gixteen have been’ removed ; four large cavities 
filled, and six good trees blown over in storms have been replanted. Six 
hundred seventy-six trees have been trimmed and all trees infected with 
insects or disease were sprayed with arsenate of lead, nicotine or sulphur. 


One of the most important phases of our work is the clearing of streets 
after such storms as occurred on December 26th and; July 27th when streets 
were made impassable by fallen branches or trees. The truck has been 
equipped with a spot light and the men go out aft once when! a storm occurs 
and assist the street department in clearing.’ 


The care of Library Square which was turned over to the Shade Tree 
Commission speaks for itself. Some shrubbery was planted in 1926. More 
has been ordered for 1927 and with feding aid car of the trees and lawns 
should keep the Square in a very presentable condition at all times. 


Items which this Commission requires for 1927 and which accounts for 
the increase in appropriation ar@ increase in salary for City Forester, in- 
crease in pay for three men who have been with the Commission two years 
or more, a stump puller and power saw, a two ton truck, and sufficient 
funds to start a small nursery and maintain same.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC RECREATION COMMISSION 


To thefHonorable, the Mayor and Common Council of the City of Plainfield: 


The Board of Public Recreation Commissioners submits herewith the 
annual report of the public recreation work for the year ending December 
BL, 1926. 

In spite of the fact that the outdoor program during the past vear was 
; seriousy interfered with by he rainy weather, the total number having a 
part in the program is nearly twelve thousand more than in 1925. 

Following out the principles of the public recreation movement the de- 
partment has endeavored to increase the number of participants, rather 
than the spectators, and the success which has been made may be) determin- 
ed by the fact that the athletic competitors for 1926 show an increase of 
nearly two thousantl adver that of the previous year.

PLAYGROUNDS 


There were several days lost on the playgrounds this year due to rain, 

but in spite of this fact the attendance showed an increase of a little over 
five thousand more than in 1925. 
It is felt that this was due to the new system which was put into oper- 
ation. Each of the seven playgrounds had a capable man in charge of the 
activities and three special instructors rotated from ground to ground on 
a published schedule, conducting activities in folk dacing, handicraft, and 
story telling. 

The fok dancng was especially successful under the direction of Miss 

Jeannette Lynch, who conflucted several exhibitions in connection with the 
band concerts in Greenbrook Park. 
The handicraft work under Miss Ann Cowan accomplished wonders 
considering the large number of children that took part in these classes. 
At the close of the season an exhibition was held and ribbons awarded to 
those doing the best work. About two hundred of the prize winning articles 
were placed on display in the show window of the Rosenbaum Department 
Store, and attracted considerable attention from, the passers-by. 

- The Junior baseball leagues were again conducted successfully on the 
High School and Greenbrook Part Athletic fields. The championship was 
won by the High School Field League after a hotly contested series. 

The annual picnic was again held in Greenbrook Park and passed all 
previous vears in attendance. In addition to the buses which were provid- 
ed for each playground, large numbers of children went to the park on ‘their 
bicycles, while others walked. 

The efficiency badge test for boys and girls was conducted by the play- 
ground supervisors, and a total of eighteen, quaee flor corthiieates ‘and 
- badges. : : ma 
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Inter-playground competition. in the various sports and games was even 
more successful thay, in the past years; while the small field ,day held at 
ihe High School Field brought out the representatives from the different 
grounds and resulted in a victory for the Irving Playground. 


SWIMMING POOL 


In ccoperation with the Board of Education the High School pool was 
open to the public during the months of July and August. This proved to 
be as popular as in previous Seasons during the warm weather. but owing 
to the many rainy days during July and August, the total attendance for the 
season did not reach that of 1925. A swimming meet was held at the close 
of the season in which a large nuuber of entrants participated. 


MUSIC 


The National Week of Music was observed by all the different musical 
organizations cooperating. Herbert C. Koch, acting as chairman ofthe Music 
Week Committee, arranged ay excellent program for the week. This con- 


sisted of Church music on the opening night at the Crescent Avenue Church, 


with eoncerts in the High School auditorinm the remaining evenings, 
and with one afternoon concert in the First Methodist Chureh. About five 
thousand peope attended these programs. 

‘Several hand concerts this year were interfered with by the rain and 
others postponed for the same reason. The result was that the series of 
eight programs was not completed until the later part of September. and 
the attendance for the season was several thousand people less than in 
1925. Some of the concerts were given in the Cedarbrook Park while a band 
stand was being constructed at Greenbrook. This band stand very material- 
ly assisted in giving the people greater opportunity of enjoying the music, 
and we looking forward to a successful season during 1927. 

The Coleridge Taylor Recreation Chorus has had a very active season. 
In addition to the several public concerts which they rendered, they have 
assisted the various churches in the community with their activities, and 
have accepted several invitations from independent organizations to pre- 
sent programs. 

The Boys’ Harmonica Club was formed during the year, and has given 
two minstrels and, in addition to broadcasting from WEAM, played carols 
at Christmas time. 

The Christmas caroling program was efficiently conducted this year by 
assigning the sixteen different groups which volunteered to specific areas 
over which they sang. About fifty requests were received to have the 
carolers sing outside th homes of shut-ins. ‘ 


DRAMATICS 

The Community Players had a very active year, staging fiur perform- 
ances during the season. In’ November they engaged the Plainfield Theatre 
for three evenings and presented a three-act drama. The venture was not 
a financial success due to the fact that it rained two of the nights and the 
pox office suffered accordingly. ‘The production itself, however. was very 
excellently produced with Carroll Ashburn, the leading man of the local 
stock company, in the feature part. 

The Dunbar Dramatic Club staged some very creditable performances 
during the year, and served to interest) several people of the colored race in 
this form of recreation. 

The Drama Tournument was held again with the honors going to the 
Parish Players, the Community Players second, and the Dunbar Club third. 
This tournament is well organized and is a fixture in the life of the various 
local dramatic organizations. The Walter Reade Thophy will continue in 
competition until one organization has won it three times. 

A pageant was presented in the Greenbrook Park in connection with 
the Sesqui-Centennial Celebration on the night of the Fourth of July under 
the direction of Mrs. Harvey O’Higgins. 


THE COMMUNITY RECREATION SOCIETY 


This organization has had a most successful year. The various activi- 
ties have increased their attendance until the society is in a good condition 
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financially and has developed a true social spirit in the community. The 
Washington School auditorium has been equipped with baskets, a net, and 
light protectors where basketball games are being promoted as a part of 
the program. Both the girls and men have teams entered in organized 
leagues under this department. » 

The fencing class under Willie Ehrenhauss has maintained the interest 
of a arge number of both men and women, some of whom are becoming very 
proficient in the handing of sabers and foils. 

Classes in oil and water paintings have been pr»moted with success, the 
public speaking class has a good enrollment, while the handicraft depart- 
ment has made a large number of artistic articles. 

Some of the other activities promoted are dressmaking, cards, basketry, 
social dancing and dinners. There various groups meet in the class rooms 
from eight to nine-thirty, after which time a bell rings, and all gather in 
the auditorium for an hour and a half of social dancing. 

One of the society’s successful achievemente has been the publishing of 
an annual year book setting forth their program and constitution and by- 
laws. Copies of this book have been circulated throughout the country with 
the result that several cities have formed similar organizations. 


THE PLAINFIELD RECREATION COUNCIL 


This council, representing some forty organizations in the city, has 
proved invaluable during, the year, not only fini the point of serving in 
an advisory capacity ve the Recreation Commission, but also initiating 
several activities. Members of this council have served on various sub- 
committees in an efficient and aatisfactory manner. The Sesqui-Centennial 
Celebration, Music Week, Hallowe’en Celebration, and Christmas Caroling 
program are four of the major achievements of this organization. 

Dr. H. D.. Corbusier, who has served as President for the last two 
years, has worked untiringly in his effort to coordinate the various organ- 
izations in such a manner that large communtty-wide programs would have 
the full support of alZ of the citizens. 


HOLIDAY CELEBRATIONS 


The Sesqui-Centennial Celebration of the Plainfields was one of the 
largest observances ever held in the community. John F. Keller served as 
general committee chairman, and so organized the activities that the various 
‘sub-committees all worked toward the successful presentation of the entire 
program. The program opened with a sunrise service at the City Hall at 7.30 
A. M. This was followed by a mammoth parade at 10.00 A. M., which con- 
sisted of twelve divisions and took fifty minutes to pass a given point. In 
the afternoon an athletic track and field meet was held at the High School 
Field. In the evening a pageant and pyrotechnics desplay were held in 
Greenbrook Park, which attracted thousands of people. The Winfield Scott 
Post. G. A. R.. No. 73, held a ceremony on Sunday, July fourth, commemorat- 
ing the siguing of the Declaration of Indepensence. 

The Hallowe’en Observance was again a huge success. and took the 
form of a street parade, an outdoor moving picture show, and, the awarding 
of prizes for the various classes of costumes. One of the noticeable reactions 
from these public Hallowe’en observances is the increase in the number of 
organizations and family Hallowe’en parties. People participate in the 
public demonstration an dthen go to the private parties. For several days 
prior to October 31st the newspapers carried a large number of announce- 
ments of these private and semi-public activities. 

The Christmas prograny has been outlined under the heading of. Music. 
A large evergreen tree was placed on the City Hall lawn and decorated with 
a frofusion of electric light bulbs. The colored lights very effectively radi- 
ated Christmas cheer. 

SCHEDULE OF EVENTS 


The department has organized a clearing house for dates where the 
various organizations in the city report the dates of their activities, and 
with the cooperation, of' the Courier-News, publishes these dates in a, special 
column each day. Before organizations set dates for their various activities 
they get in touch with the office to see if there are conflicts. This service

In addition to the three junior lagues that operated during the morning — 


and afternoons, there were four other organizations which operated with a 
total of forty-five teams. The Industrial League supplied one of the closest 
races that has ever been held in the city, with the result that Mack won the 
championship, after which they entered the State Industrial championship 
and were crowned champions of that series as well. 


Owing to the rainy weather a large number of games were postponed, 


and the final game of the Season was not played until October 16th, when a 


football game was being played on the one field, while the championship of 
the Senior Sunday School League was being decided on another. 


The Coalmen, winners of the Junior Twilight League, were sponsored | 


by the F. I. Donnelly Post, American Legion, in the’ Junior World Series, 
and played a series of games with a representative team from Passaic for 
the State Championship. They were defeated in the first and third games 
of a three game series. 


TENNIS 


Tennis was a popular sport again this year, with the courts always 


in use. Tournaments for boys, men, ant women were held and successfully 
brought to a finish. Courts on the Maxson School ground were not com- 
pleted in time for any actual playing this season, but enthusiasts in that 
part of the city are looking forward to their use for 1927. It is hoped that 
two additiona§ courts may be constructed on the Emerson School ground in 
compliance with a request made by the citizens of that vicinity in the form 
of a petition. 


SOCCER 


Owing to the slackness in the Industrial circles, it} was though advisable 
to enlarge the scope. and the Union County Soccer League was organized, 
consisting of three teams from Plainfield and one from Elizabeth. ‘The soccer 
geasoh was a success with the championship going to the Bayway Standard 
Oil Team of Elizabeth. : 


BOWLING 


The bowling season, which was brought to a close in the Spring of 1926, 
was a very successful one, and resulted in increased interes# i, the game in 
the Fall. There are now thirty teams operating in, four different leagues 
classified as follows: Industrial, Tri-City, Bible Class’ and Fraternal 
leagues. 

Endurance bowling tournaments were held at various times during the 
year and attracted. a large number of Class A bowlers. Arrangements were 
made with the Pythian Hall Association, so that their alleys are used by 
the various leagues every night in the week. 


BASKETBALL 
_ The City Championship was won by the Y. M. H. A. after an interesting 
series in which there were many surprises. The Y. W. C, A. won the Girls’ 
Championship for the second year in succession. There were forty-two 
teams playing under the supervision of this department at the close of 1926. 
The Girls’ League is especially successful in that it has created a great in- 
terest in the game among the girls and young ladies in the community. 
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HOCKEY 


With the opening of the lake at Cedarbrook Park for skating, Senior 
and Junior hockey leagues were organized, and several games played before 
large numbers of people. Owing to the unctrtainty of the weather, however, 
the schedule in neither league was completed. We look forward to the time 
when the county’s, prpgram will permit the use of ice scrapers and flood 
lights in order to make the fullest use of these facilities. 


HORSESHOE AND QUOIT PITCHING 


The Bible Class League reconstructed their horsehoe pitching courts 
on the old tennis courts at the rear of the Post Office, and the Industrial 
League organized a horsehoe pitching league which operated in conjunction 
with the initial group and assisted in the financial outlay. 

The Quoit Pitching League operates each Tuesday night in the ‘base- 
ment of the Washington School. The honors are rather evenly divided and 
there is always keen competition. 


GOLF 


Late in the year the Recreation Commission made arrangements with 
the Union County Investment Company for the use of the Hydewood Golf 
Qourse as a public links for a period‘ of three years. A Golf Club has been 
organized and the membership nearly completed at the close of 1926. The 
golf enthusiasts in the city are looking forward to the enjoyment of this. 
form of recreation with the first signs of Sprin'g. 


SUMMARY 


The work during the year has been very successful and has received 
the whole-hearted cooperation of the various departments in the city and 


| the citizens at large. The department has endeavored to assist the ‘various 


boroughs and towns in the immediate vicinity in solving their recreational 
problems by giving them advice and also having the Director of Recreation 
confer with their varioug civic organizations. 

The department expresses its thanks and appreciation to His Honor, 
the Mayor, James T. MacMurray, who has given every consideration to new 
plans and ideas and has materially aided in| making the year a successful 
one. 

An expression of thanks is extended to the Common Council, whose co- 
operation has made this work possible.
